A soil thus 
prepared will remain moist and loose, so that flower 
seeds, which are generally small and delicate, will 
germinate and -grow with vigor. 

A hotbed or cold frame is very convenient to start 
seeds in, as the temperature and moisture can be so 
regulated as to make their germination and rapid 
growth more certain. Most seeds do well if sown in 
boxes in a sunny window in the house.

“The way I treated my oats was as follows: I poured 
about 20 bushels of oats on the barn floor; then i 
poured one-half pound of the Formaldehyde in a five- 
gallon can of water and sprinkled it over the oats, 
turning them twice with a scoop shovel, and allowed 
them to remain 12 to 24 hours, then spread them out 
LOcary.— ;
